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U-turn over 
strike - but 
NGH still hit 

Hundreds of appointments and operations 
were cancelled at Northampton General 
Hospital, despite a 24-hour strike by junior 
doctors being called off. 

The strike, which was one of three planned 
walk-outs this month, was due to take place 
on Tuesday, but in a last-minute break¬ 
through in talks, the strikes were suspended. 

Despite the suspension, it still came too late 
for NGH - which had already delayed treat¬ 
ment for 350 patients. 

An NGH spokeswoman said: “Although 
planned industrial action by junior doctors 
was called off pending further negotiations, 
we had already postponed some operations 
and appointments and unfortunately could 
not reinstate them. Approximately 350 indi¬ 
viduals were affected by appointment cancel¬ 
lations and we’re in the process of reschedul¬ 
ing their appointments.” 

The strikes were in a row over Government 
plans to make the NHS a seven-day service, 
by having more doctors working Saturdays 
and extending working hours until 10pm. 




dies in Ml crash

A getaway driver who police were 
chasing on the Ml in Northants 
has died after he got out of the car 
in a bid to flee the cops and was 
hit by a lorry. 

Police officers were in pursuit of 
a vehicle which was believed to be 
stolen at about 3.25am yesterday 
morning on the northbound car¬ 
riageway, when it came to a stop 
on the road between junctions 18 
and 17 in Crick. 

Once the vehicle had stopped the 


man got out and ran across the 
road, at which point he was struck 
by a lorry on the southbound car¬ 
riageway and died. 

The Ml had to be shut in both 
directions, before the northbound 
carriageway reopened at 11.30am. 

But the southbound stretch 
remained closed until 5pm, 13 
hours later, before it reopened. 

The incident has been referred to 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. This 
was a mandatory referral resulting 
from a death or serious injury 
following police contact.

A Northampton school 
has set a new Guinness 
World Record for ‘the 
most number of people 
in a single place wearing 
a high visibility vest’. 

More than 1,500 pupils 
at Abbeyfield School 
flooded onto the play¬ 
ground last Wednesday 
to set the new record in 
colourful fashion. 

The previous record 
was 1,475 people and, 


thanks to the 1,543 - 
including students from 
Queen Eleanor Primary - 
who crammed onto the 
concrete at Abbeyfield, 
this was easily beaten. 

The record breaking 
attempt was inspired by 
the memory of 13-year- 
old Sophie Bywaters, an 
Abbeyfield School stu¬ 
dent who was killed 
when crossing the road 
whilst returning from a 
youth club in 2009. 

The school’s principal, 
Claire Morrell, said: 
“What an amazing event 


for the students. To raise 
awareness of road safety 
in this way was extreme¬ 
ly important; it might 
just save the life of one of 
our young people by 
making them stop and 
think before they put 
themselves in danger on 
the roads. It was quite a 
spectacle to see 1,543 
people in high visibility 
vests in the school quad!” 

The record attempt was 
staged to raise the profile 
of this year’s national 
Road Safety Week, from 
November 23-29.

Festive cheer in a rucksack 


Lawrence John finds out 
how the Rucksack Project is 
helping the homeless 


The Rucksack Project in 
Northampton will be taking 
to the streets on Saturday to 
bring some festive cheer to 
the homeless. 

Run by Community Court 
Yard, the project aims to 
directly help the homeless 
by handing them rucksacks 
filled with items they need 
to keep warm and plus 
something to eat. 

The Rucksack Project col¬ 
lect the bits and pieces 
needed to make up the 
rucksacks and then once a 
month they distribute them 
to those who are living on 
the streets. 

They say they do this as 
they believe that 
Homelessness is both visible 
and invisible. “We know that 
550 people are registered as 
being homeless, but the 
problem is wider than that. 

“This project provides 
practical essentials for those 
who find themselves living 
on the streets of 
Northampton.” 


Every month 20 people are 
provided with a rucksack. 
Those who receive a ruck¬ 
sack also are given informa¬ 
tion and support to enable 
them to access other appro¬ 
priate services to help end 
homelessness. 

Bianca Todd who founded 
Community Courtyard said: 
“I need people to either 
bring in a rucksack filled 
with items or donate the 
items we need for the home¬ 
less. 

“At this time of the year it 
is too cold for people to be 
sleeping rough without a 
sleeping bag. 

“We used to do The 
Rucksack Project once a 
year, but it proved to be so 
popular we decided to do it 
on a more regular basis. 

“Our next big day will be 
on Saturday when a group 
of us from Community 
Court Yard will go out all 
day in Northampton town 
centre and hand out the 
rucksacks to the homeless.

“What we are asking peo¬ 
ple to do is to help us help 
others at Christmas and 
other times of the year. 

“All people have to do is to 
contact us either by phone 
or by email or drop the 
items off to us. 

“This could include socks, 
gloves, hats, sleeping bags, 
cans with ring pulls, 
a spoon and a flask for 


hot soup.” 

Asked how she would try 
and stop homelessness now 
Bianca said: “First of all I 
would get all 230 homes 
which are empty into use for 
families. There needs to be a 
location which is open 24/7 
were people who are home¬ 
less can go to keep warm. 

“We need to end poverty 
and help people get back 


into work and end this cycle 
of deprivation. 

“We have to use our 
resources better.”

Hundreds say farewell to murdered grandfather

A large reward 
to trace killers

Hundreds of mourners 
packed a Northampton 
church for the funeral of 
a popular grandfather 
who was murdered in 
his own home. 

More than 300 friends 
and family gathered at St 
Matthew’s Church in 
Kingsley on Monday to 
say their final farewells 
to Abington man, David 
Brickwood. 

The 74-year-old’s coffin 
arrived in a horse-drawn 
carriage at noon, before 
it was carried into the 
church by six pallbear¬ 
ers, of which three were 
his sons. 

A 45-minute service 
was then conducted by 


Reverend Nicholas 
Setterfield in front of a 
packed out church, with 
only standing room 
available at the back. 

At around 1pm the ser¬ 
vice came to an end as 
Mr Brickwood’s coffin 
was carried back to the 
horse-drawn carriage, 
before it was taken to 
Kingsthorpe Ceremony 
for burial. 

Dale, one of Mr 
Brickwood’s sons, took a 
moment to speak to the 
Northants Herald and 
Post before joining the 
procession to the ceme¬ 
tery. He said he was 
‘delighted’ with the turn¬ 
out. Describing his 
father, he said: “If anyone 
was struggling with the 
bills and had children, 


my dad was the sort of 
man who’d buy loads of 
Easter eggs for those 
children. He was the pil¬ 
lar of the community.” 

Police are currently still 
hunting for Mr 
Brickwood’s killers, after 
he suffered stab wounds 
in a violent attack at his 
home in Lindsay Avenue, 
Abington, in the early 
hours of Saturday, 
September 26. 

Independent crime¬ 
fighting charity 

Crimestoppers is now 
offering a reward of up to 
£10,000 for information 
passed through its 0800 
555 111 number or online 
form, that leads to the 
arrest and conviction of 
the person or people 
responsible for his death. 


MP ‘chuffed to bits’ over namedrop 


The ‘incessant lobbying’ of a 
Northampton MP has result¬ 
ed in a permanent pothole 
fund for Britain - a move 
which left the House of 
Commons erupting in cheers 
when it was announced. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
praised the MP for 
Northampton North, Michael 
Ellis, during his autumn 
statement last Wednesday, 
when he announced £250 
million of funding for pothole 
repairs. 

Crediting Mr Ellis, the 
chancellor said in the 
packed chamber: “Thanks to 
the incessant lobbying by my 
Honorable Friend for 
Northampton North, Britain 
now has a permanent pot¬ 
hole fund.” 

The news was received 



with loud cheers by 
Conservative MPs, while 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron could be seen 
laughing at the reaction, pic¬ 
tured above. 

For the Tory backbenches, 
it came as no surprise to 
hear the move was inspired 
by Mr Ellis, who has famous¬ 
ly fought long and hard for 
pothole funding. 


After the announcement, 
which will see the £250 mil¬ 
lion pot of funding run for 
five years, Mr Ellis told the 
Northants Herald and Post he 
was ‘chuffed to bits’ with 
the news. 

“I was absolutely on cloud 
nine (when everyone 
cheered),” he said. “I felt 
like I was in the rafters of 
the chamber of the House of 
Commons as opposed to on 
the green benches. 

Reflecting on the news that 
there will now be a pothole 
fund, he added: “There has 
been decades of under 
investments in the roads, so 
this won’t go away over¬ 
night, but this is very much 
a step in the right direction. 
We are now on a smoother 
road to improvements.”

Chimney stack collapses onto street in storm 


A chimney stack col¬ 
lapsed onto a busy foot¬ 
path outside an Indian 
restaurant in 
Northampton while 
strong winds battered 
the town.

Strong winds of up to 
50mph had been batter¬ 
ing the town for several 
hours, before the chim¬ 
ney stack on the three- 
storey building gave in. 

Firefighters were 
called to the scene to 
make the area safe, and 
fortunately nobody was 
walking past the restau¬ 
rant at the time. 

But when the assistant 


manager of Imperial Raj 
- who was serving a 
customer at the time - 
heard the ‘loud bang’, 
he feared the worst. 

“I thought it was a 
bomb, it was that loud,” 
Mr Salan said. “The 
storm had been really 
strong. 

“When I heard the 
loud bang, I rushed to 
the front to see what 


had happened and could 
see the bricks falling, so 
I called the fire service.” 

Mr Salan said that he 
is relieved nobody was 
outside the eatery at the 
time the chimney stack 
fell, as ‘it could have 
been a whole different 
story’. He added: “If 
anyone was walking 
past, they could have 
died.” 


PC gets warning 
for spray prank

A police officer let briefing 
room horseplay go too far 
and ended up spraying a fel¬ 
low colleague in the face with 
an incapacitant PAVA spray. 

At a public disciplinary 
hearing at Wootton Hall last 
Thursday, PC Greg Taylor was 
charged with misconduct in 
relation to the event, which 
occurred at Campbell Square 
Police Station in Northamp¬ 
ton on June 22. 

At the end of the hearing the 
panel ruled that PC Taylor 
should be issued with a final 
written warning, which will 
remain on his file for 18 
months. 

While on duty at the police 
station, PC Taylor’s conduct 
breached the standards of 
professional behaviour in 


relation to an incident involv¬ 
ing the mishandling and dis¬ 
charge of PAVA spray and a 
subsequent report in relation 
to issuing a replacement can¬ 
ister. 

PC Taylor, who at the time 
was a temporary sergeant and 
someone responsible for set¬ 
ting standards for other offic¬ 
ers, was taking a briefing 
before the nine officers on 
duty went out on patrol. 

One officer, PC 
Horseborough, who was also 
his close friend, would not 
keep quiet and kept talking. 

In what the hearing was told 
was an act of bravado, PC 
Taylor told his colleague he 
would spray him with PAVA if 
he did not keep quiet. 

PC Horseborough said he 
did not have the guts to do 
this and even took off his 
glasses and told PC Taylor, 
who was standing eight feet 


away, he could have a clear 
shot. 

PC Taylor took a cannister of 
PAVA spray from a colleague, 
pulled back the red safety cap 
and held it in front of his talk¬ 
ative colleague and suddenly 
the spray went off. 

As a result the officer was 
incapacitated for 10 minutes. 

Giving evidence, PC Taylor 
who has been in the force for 
10 years, said: “It was acciden¬ 
tal as I was trying to simulate 
spraying him. 

“When I realised what I had 
done I took my finger off the 
trigger. As soon as I did it I 
thought ‘what have I done. I 
have just sprayed one of my 
good mates with PAVA spray.’ 

“It was one of the stupidest 
things I have ever done. As a 
human being I should not 
have done that. It was wrong 
to do this and I should not 
have done it.” 


Serial conman is jailed for defrauding women 


A serial conman from 
Northampton, who targeted 
and defrauded women, some 
who he met online, has been 
sentenced to seven years in 
prison and given a 10 year 
restraining order. 

Matthew Sprigmore, aged 
40, of Woolston Close, 


Northampton, pleaded guilty 
to numerous offences relat¬ 
ing to fraud, blackmail, theft 
and assault. 

Sprigmore, who appeared at 
Northampton Crown Court 
on Tuesday, had committed 
the offences, against four 
women, banks and other 


businesses, over the course of 
ten years. 

The offences Sprigmore 
committed are estimated to 
have netted him more than 
£160,000, although officers 
believe that the actual figure 
may be far more.

Northampton Town's new chairman has 
revealed he was close to walking away from 
the deal to take over the club several times - 
including just 24 hours before the takeover 
was complete. 

But he said it was the fans, staff, manager 
and ex-chairman David Cardoza’s ‘con¬ 
science’ that inspired him to carry fighting to 
seal the deal. 

Former Oxford United chairman, Kelvin 
Thomas, was officially announced as the new 
chairman on Thursday, at a packed press con¬ 
ference attended by both national and local 
press. 

In his first interview since he and his con¬ 
sortium took over the shares of the Cobblers, 
Mr Thomas - a former central-midfield foot¬ 
baller himself - said the fans had a part to 
play in him sticking at trying to strike a 
deal. 

He said: “In reality there were times 
even at the end when we were close 
to walking away. But negotiations 
take on that life sometimes. 

“We obviously put out a state¬ 
ment last week where we expressed 
some disappointment in the fact 
that there were other parties being 
talked to, but again that wasn’t overly 
unusual. 

“If anything, the fans played a part (in 
encouraging us to keep trying), Chris Wilder 
played a part, the staff played a part, we 
played a part, and I think David Cardoza’s 
conscience played a part. 

“I think he (Mr Cardoza) really did want the 
football club to go into the best hands.” 

Mr Thomas, who owns a radio station in 
Florida, USA, said he and his consortium - 
which he preferred to refer to as ‘friends’ - 
will be injecting £4 million into the club in 
total. 


But initially, £1 million will be invested to 
pay off ‘a list of creditors’. Some money will 
also be used next week to pay the staff, who 
have gone nearly two months without wages. 

As for the HMRC debt, which totalled 
£166,000, Mr Thomas confirmed that the bill 
had been paid, which has now seen the wind¬ 
ing-up petition withdrawn. 

Although the consortium paid only £1 to 
take over the shares of Northampton Town, it 
is no secret the cost will be significantly 
higher when the money owed to creditors is 
factored in. 

Commenting on what attracted him to the 
club, he said: “If you can find something that 
has solid foundations that may have hit some 
rougher patches in its time and you feel you 
can go in there and make a difference, then 
that has to be attractive.” 

Over the last few months, many Cobblers 
fans have been calling for the club’s support¬ 
ers’ trust to play a bigger part in the run¬ 
ning of the club. 

And when Mr Thomas was asked 
if this would be the case, he said: 
“Trusts will always play a big role 
in any football club. 

“We will work with the trust 
because they are an important 
part of the football club. 

“But I think the shareholding 
right now is fair and equitable. 
However, there is never a closed 
door, especially on day one.” 

Another hope for fans, especially in the near 
future, is also to see the half-built East Stand 
at Sixfields stadium be completed. 

But Mr Thomas says this is ‘another area we 
need to look at’, with discussions so far going 
well. “We need to investigate it and see what’s 
there. Conversations with Buckingham Group 
(the contractors of the stadium at the time of 
work) are very good. We like them and we 
think they like us. We will continue those dis¬ 
cussions.” 



Attempted ram raid of cash machine at supermarket

near Corby shortly before

Ford S-MAX 

Take a look inside... 


People-carrying MPVs do tend 
towards being a bit boring. 
They’re ostensibly big boxes on 
wheels and notions of style or 
handling dynamics don’t tend 
to come very far up the priority 
list for their manufacturers. 

Unless that manufacturer is 
Ford and that vehicle is an S- 
MAX. Ford’s latest seven-seater 
offers better handling, greater 
efficiency and some amazingly 
clever safety features. It doesn’t 
look like being deposed from 
its position as our favourite 
anytime soon.* 

We’ve yet to drive the S-MAX 
but the early signs look good. 
The range hinges around a 
family of 2.0-litre turbod¬ 
iesel engines, offered in I20PS, 

150PS and 180PS guises. The 
150PS and I80PS 2.0-litre TDCi 
S-MAX models get six-speed 
manual ‘boxes as standard but 
are also offered with Ford’s 
six-speed PowerShift automatic 
gearbox and are available with 
intelligent all-wheel drive (I- 
AWD). 

The system continually meas¬ 
ures how the car’s wheels are 
gripping the road surface every 
16 milliseconds; can adjust 
power delivery to individual 
wheels in 100 milliseconds; and 
can send 100 per cent of avail¬ 


able engine torque to the rear 
wheels. Need more grunt? Try 
Ford’s latest bi-turbo 2.0-litre 
TDCi engine, which develops 
210 PS and 450Nm of torque, 
delivered from 2,000 rpm. 

Petrol engine options include 
Ford’s fuel-efficient I60PS 
1.5-litre EcoBoost with manual 
transmission and the 240PS 
2.0-litre EcoBoost with 6-speed 
automatic transmission. Ford’s 
clever integral link rear suspen¬ 
sion helps enhance the signature 
car-like, sporty driving dynamics 
with a configuration that fea¬ 
tures reduced-weight alu¬ 
minium components. Additional 
sound-deadening materials and 
improved door seals contribute 
to a quieter cabin. 

The seats retain the same 
2-3-2 layout, this time with no 
fewer than 32 seating and load- 
space combinations, as well as 
Easy-Fold second and third row 
seats. The system enables each 
rear seat to be folded flat from 
a push-button control panel. 

You’ll have to make your own 
mind up on the aesthetics, but 
in every other regard, the latest 
S-MAX is a big step forward 
compared to its predecessor. 
The ethos remains the same, 
but the execution is a whole lot 
slicker.

December has the look of a very important 
month for Northampton Saints and assis¬ 
tant coach Alan Dickens is expecting a 
tough match at Bath as it gets under way at 
the Rec. 

The Saints have picked up in recent weeks 
after a sluggish start to the season by win¬ 
ning their last three games in all competi¬ 
tions, which was vitally important given the 
standard of opposition they are about to 
face. 

They and Bath go into Saturday’s game 
looking to climb the Premiership table with 
both having lost three of their first five 
games, leaving little margin for error with 
the race to finish in the top four looking as 
competitive as ever. 

Dickens said: “We’ve had some really 
tough games against Bath.

“Nobody is coming back, but a few of them 
are on the edge over the next couple of 
weeks and are getting there,” said Dickens. 

While Hartley is unavailable for the time 
being due to suffering from concussion 
symptoms since the defeat to Saracens a few 
weeks ago, there’s speculation he could be 
named as England’s new captain by head 
coach Eddie Jones. 

Former British & Irish Lions coach Sir Ian 
McGeechan has given the hooker, who has 
won 66 caps with his country, his backing 
and Dickens is well aware of his leadership 
qualities. 

He said: “At Northampton Saints, we’ve 
seen what Dylan is capable of in the last few 
years and you’ve interviewed players who, 
when his captaincy has been questioned 
and they’ve all stood by him.

According to the leading 
expert on the issue of stand¬ 
ing at matches, Jon Darch, 
Sixfields does not need to be 
all-seated with the club not 
having played two seasons 
or more in the top two divi¬ 
sions since 1992. Let us 
stand. 

3. Training ground: For 
years now the training situ¬ 
ation has been a strain on 
Northampton managers 
with their charges training 
variously on Abington Park, 
leisure centres, the club’s 
main pitch as well as vari¬ 
ous stop gap venues such as 
Stowe School and Moulton 
College. A permanent, club- 
owned training venue is 
vital in terms of squad prep-

aration and injury preven¬ 
tion. 

4. Stand development: Get 
the troubled East Stand fin¬ 
ished and in the meantime 
try and get the seats back in 
to accommodate support¬ 
ers. Include fans in the 
design for any facilities as 
they are the ones that use 
them. Consult the original 
plans on how to increase 
capacity in the South (away) 
stand. The North Stand is 
crying out for terracing. 

5. Supporters’ Trust: the 
Trust showed yet again what 
a crucial organisation it is 
in helping to galvanise 
efforts to save the club 
recently. Grant the Trust its 
place on the board and work 
with it to increase its stake- 
holding in the club. 

6. Community outreach: 
The Shoe Army have shown 
themselves to be passionate 
and capable guardians of 
the club. Institute a commu¬ 
nity trust like at Burton 
Albion, tasked with engag¬ 
ing the Northants commu¬ 
nity in the fields of partici¬ 
pation, social inclusion, dis¬ 
ability, education and 
health via NTFC. 

7. Engage sponsors and 
local large employers: 
Northamptonshire is home 
to 36 out of the top 200 fast¬ 
est growing businesses in 
the East Midlands and vari¬ 
ous large employers. The 
Cobblers must be seen as a 
decent sponsorship option 
moving forwards. Kelvin 


Thomas must use his busi¬ 
ness savvy to get the likes of 
Carlsberg and Barclaycard 
etc. round the table. It’s 
about time. 

8. Squad building: Give 
Darragh MacAnthony at 
local rivals Peterbrough 
United a call on this. Ask 
how many scouts the Posh 
have at non-league matches 
compared to the Cobblers. 
Fund small cash purchases 
for unpolished non-league 
gems to back up the more 
established pros. Cobblers 
fans could be effectively uti¬ 
lised as basic scouts if given 
a league each to monitor for 
standout players, right 
down to the provincial divi¬ 
sions. 

9. Build a brand: Aim to 
make the Cobblers the best 
smaller team in the Football 
League in the short term. 
We’ve seen in success of ini¬ 
tiatives such as the Teyn 
Brand alternative merchan¬ 
dise that people appreciate 
good design and will buy 
products that some thought 
has gone into. What makes 
NTFC unique? Plenty, and 
let’s show that. 

10. Cancel outsourcing: 
Outsourcing stadium cater¬ 
ing etc. is a false economy 
because fans get alienated 
by outside companies look¬ 
ing for profit from them. 
Everything from the food 
kiosks to the bars should be 
brought in-house like at 
Oxford United and priced 
fairly with quality assured. 

11. Undersoil heating and 
heated seats: Get all that 
methane from under the 
ground used for something 
useful.

Northampton Town have the chance 
to reach the third round of the FA 
Cup for the first time in a decade 
when they face Northwich Victoria 
on Saturday - a club familiar to mid¬ 
fielder Joel Byrom. 

The 29-year-old played for a season 
and a half at the Vies during their 
days in the Conference, but they have 
fallen upon hard times since with 
financial problems that saw them 
tumble down the leagues and evicted 


from their stadium. 

Now at the top of Division One 
North of the Northern Premier 
League, the eighth tier of English 
football, Northwich head to Sixfields 
as the lowest-ranked team left in the 
competition. 

Byrom, who was a semi-pro during 
his time there, said: “It was a good 
club while I was there, but I think 
they struggled with money at the 
time and they ended up being demot¬ 
ed a few leagues for it. 

“It’s good to see them back, getting 
into the FA Cup like this and they’re 
going really well in the league - I 
think they’ve only been beaten a cou¬ 
ple of times. 


“I remember when I signed for 
Northwich in January (2008) and we 
had seven points at Christmas or 
something and they were nailed on 
for relegation, but we went on a crazy 
unbeaten run and ended up staying 
up and it was a great achievement for 
the club at the time.” 

Northampton are well aware of the 
prize that awaits them should they 
do what’s expected of them by defeat¬ 
ing Northwich, who like the Cobblers, 
come into the match in great form. 

The Vies have won 16 of their 17 
league games to lead their division by 
six points while Town are level on 
points at the top of League Two. 

Getting into the third round means 


a potential tie against one of the big 
boys as it’s the stage where the 
Premier League teams enter the com¬ 
petition. 

Byrom knows they can take nothing 
for granted on Saturday, however, 
saying: “They’re going to be a threat 
because they’ve got nothing to lose. 

“The pressure is all on us, but we’ve 
been good at home this season and 
we’ve got to take confidence from the 
last month or so with the way we’ve 
been playing. 

“We’ve got to respect them for the 
team that they are and the fact that 
they’ve done so well this season and 
we’ve just got to take out game to 
them and get the win, hopefully.” 


Lessons from 
history in the 
FA Cup for 
Northampton 

Northampton Town have a 
wonderful chance of reach¬ 
ing the third round of the 
FA Cup as they take on non¬ 
league Northwich Victoria 
at Sixfields on Saturday. 

The Vies are the lowest- 
ranked team in the compe¬ 
tition , making the Cobblers 
heavy favourites. 

But if they needed any 
reminding of why they can¬ 
not take anything for grant¬ 
ed, then here are some pre¬ 
vious examples of when it 
has gone horribly wrong in 
round two. 

2013/14: Grimsby, Lost 0-2 
While Northampton go 
into Saturday’s tie flying 
high in League Two, they 
were struggling at the foot 
of the table when they trav¬ 
elled to Blundell Park. 

The Cup wasn’t to provide 
any relief on this occasion 
as Aidy Boothroyd’s men 
conceded second-half goals 
to Shaun Pearson and 
Patrick McLaughlin and the 
Conference side prevailed. 
2001/02: Canvey Island L 0-1 
Being defeated by a team 
three divisions below you is 
bad enough. Having your 
humiliation beamed in 
front of a national audience 
is even worse. 

The BBC cameras were at 
the Gulls’ Park Lane ground 
to see the then third-tier 
Cobblers crash out to Neil 
Gregory’s close-range goal. 
1998/99: Yeovil Town, L 0-2 
Yeovil were in the 
Conference at the time and 
famously had a reputation 
for claiming Football 
League scalps in the FA Cup 
and they added Nort¬ 
hampton to that list as goals 
by Steve Thompson and 
Warren Patmore sent them 
packing. 

And here’s the last time the 
Cobblers won at this stage of 
the competition... 

2005/06: Stevenage, W 2-0 
Following a 2-2 draw at 
Broadhall Way, Colin 
Calderwood’s men got the 
job done at the second time 
of asking thanks to Scott 
McGleish’s first-half double.

Waller: Saints to bring 
on the power up front

Ethan Waller believes the 
Northampton Saints’ scrum is head¬ 
ing towards the sort of level that saw 
them reach the Heineken Cup final 
five seasons ago, after a series of 
dominant displays up front. 

The pack has done so much in jump- 
starting the Saints’ season as they 
have now won their last three match¬ 
es and travel to Bath on Saturday with 
their confidence raised. 

They were especially powerful in 
the pouring rain at Franklin’s 
Gardens against Gloucester last 
Friday as they squeezed their oppo¬ 
nents into submission in their 15-3 
victory. 

Waller, who replaced his older 
brother Alex off the bench that night 
said: “I remember the time when we 
were a massive threat in Europe, we 
were one of the best scrummaging 
packs around. 

“That’s always been our aim, we’ve 
never got away from that and at the 
moment we are starting to hit that 
form again. 

“We’re going into meetings and 
we’re feeling confident, but it’s impor¬ 
tant that we don’t get that confidence 
confused with complacency. 

“We’re still critical of each other in 
those meetings and we’re picking up 
on the little things and driving for 
perfection every single week.” 

Waller was 18 years old when a 
Northampton line-up with Soane 
Tonga’uiha and Brian Mujati playing 
on either side of the scrum reached 


the 2011 Heineken Cup, when they 
were defeated by Leinster. 

Fast forward several years, he is now 
part of what is quite a young collec¬ 
tion of props at the Gardens, that have 
been over-powering whatever has 
been put before them in recent weeks. 

Kieran Brookes, a summer signing 
from Newcastle, is arguably the in¬ 
form tighthead in the country at the 
moment, and he and his fellow for¬ 
wards were certainly in their element 
against Gloucester. 

Waller said: “Last Friday was awful, 
in terms of the weather, but that’s 


when things like our scrum and set- 
piece come into their own. 

“You still see us playing - you’ve got 
Ben Foden, who’s on fire and making 
things happen - and then when it 
comes down to that nitty gritty where 
we need to get those points, we’ve got 
Stephen (Myler) kicking his goals. 

“The forward pack are doing what 
we were made to do and that’s push 
pianos around.” 

This weekend’s visit to The Rec rep¬ 
resents the start of what looks a criti¬ 
cal month for Northampton that 
could shape their season, with back- 


to-back games against Racing 92 in 
the Champions Cup looming on the 
horizon. 

This is something not lost on Waller, 
as he said: “It’s a huge month - it’s 
critical for Europe with back-to-back 
games against one of the biggest sides 
in France. 

“We’ve got Bath this weekend and 
London Irish just after Christmas, so 
it’s massive for us in the league, it’s 
massive for us in Europe in terms of 
keeping this momentum going into 
the new year against Exeter, who are 
going very well.” 


Sussex first 
visitors for 
Northants

Northamptonshire will begin next 
season at home to Sussex after the 
ECB released the fixture list for 
domestic cricket in 2016 on 
Wednesday morning. 

The campaign gets under way on 
Sunday April 10 when Sussex, who 
were relegated from Division One 
in the season just gone, visit 
Wantage Road in the County 
Championship. 

The season runs until September, 
which for Northants ends a week 
before their Second Division rivals, 
and their final game against 
Gloucestershire starts on the 12th, 
again on their own patch. 

The NatWest T20 Blast begins 
with a trip up the Ml to 
Leicestershire on Friday May 20, 
as the Steelbacks look to go one 
better after finishing runner-up to 
Lancashire back in August. 

Finals Day in that competition 
will again take place at Edgbaston 
and falls on Saturday August 20 - 
just over a week after the quarter 
finals are due to be played with the 
schedule as packed as ever. 

There is a change in when the 
Royal London One-Day Cup fixtures 
are played this season, as the 
group matches have been split into 
a couple of two-week blocks with 
one in June and one in July. 

Persistent rain at Yorkshire 
robbed Northants of the chance to 
reach the quarter finals in the last 
season and their 50-over cam¬ 
paign starts at Trent Bridge 
against Nottinghamshire on 
Monday June 6. 

Northants’ form with the white 
ball in 2015 helped them recover 
from a rotten 2014, but they will go 
into the next season without 
England international David Willey 
after his departure to Yorkshire.
